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Football Facts 


Offside 


Question: Can a player score a goal or an own 
goal directly from a free kick awarded for offside? 
(Answer at bottom) 


Inthe 2001 edition of the FIFA Laws of the Game 
the Offside Law does not take up a lot of space. 
For a law that supplies endless debate and 
controversy amongst passionate supporters, FIFA 
provides quite a simple explanation. Basically it 
goes: “it is not in itself an offence to be in an 
offside position”. A player is only in an offside 
position if “he is nearer to his opponents’ goal line 
than both the ball and the second last opponent.” 
A player cannot be offside if he is in his own half, 
or level with the second last opponent or level with 
the last two opponents. 


A player in an offside position is only penalised if, 
at the moment the ball touches, or is played by, 
one of his team, he is in the opinion of the 
referee, involved in active play by interfering with 
play or Interfering with an opponent or gaining an 
advantage by being in that position. 


Being an effective assistant referee is an extremely 
complex skill that demands total concentration for 
the whole of the game. Assistants often get the 
bird from the crowd for offside decisions, but the 
spectators have not been concentrating on the 
area of play of the offside and are never in line 
with the second last defender as the assistant is. 
Nine times out of ten the assistant is proved 
correct when videos are analysed later, and the ° 
matter has become even more complex with the 
referee now encouraged to over-rule the 
assistants’ flag for offside when they consider the 
player flagged for offside was not involved in 
active play. What constitutes active play is another 
argument that will continue to be debated and 
needs more space to elaborate upon. 


A player cannot be offside if he receives the ball 
directly from a goal kick, corner kick or throw in. 


Answer: /n both cases, the answer is ‘No’. The 
free kick for offside is indirect. The correct restart 
is a goal kick or corner kick.
